Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Amendment responsive to October 23, 2002 Office Action, 
on pg. 7, lines 17-21 and pg. 8, lines 3-4, filed January 29, 2003, with respect to independent 
claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 1 has been 
withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment responsive to October 23, 2002 Office Action, 
on pg. 9, lines 14-21, filed January 29, 2003, with respect to independent claim 10 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 10 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment responsive to October 23, 2002 Office Action, 
on pg. 10, lines 14-17 and lines 20-24, filed January 29, 2003, with respect to independent claim 
18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 18 has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment responsive to October 23, 2002 Office Action, 
on pg. 11, line 9 - pg. 12, line 6, filed January 29, 2003, with respect to independent claim 22 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 22 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-24 are 
allowed. 

As for independent claim 1 , the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or fairly 
suggest a data guide identifying types of data transmitted on multiple channels of a digital 
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broadcast signal and the channels on which the identified types of data are available. As for the 
most pertinent prior art of record, the Schneidewend et al (USPN 6,182,287) reference teaches a 
service guide that discloses various services that are available and the data associated with the 
corresponding service. However, the services available do not all originate from a digital 
broadcast signal, some of the services such as the television networks and the radio station show 
a channel number in the guide with corresponding data listed, other services are listed with no 
channel number (see Fig. 4). Also, the list of favorites does not disclose a channel number with 
the identified types of data listed except for the television and satellite channels, but these are 
separate broadcast signals and not multiple channels of a digital broadcast signal (see Fig. 4). In 
the applicant's invention these features of the data guide are specifically disclosed. 

As for independent claim 1 0, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a data guide summarizing types of data transmitted in a digital broadcast signal 
and the channels corresponding to the types of data. As for the most pertinent prior art of 
record, the Schneidewend et al (USPN 6,182,287) reference teaches a service guide that 
discloses various services that are available and the data associated with the corresponding 
service. However, the services available do not all originate from a digital broadcast signal, 
some of the services such as the television networks and the radio station show a channel number 
in the guide with corresponding data listed, other services are listed with no channel number (see 
Fig. 4). Also, the list of favorites does not disclose a channel number with the identified types of 
data listed except for the television and satellite channels, but these are separate broadcast signals 
and not multiple channels of a digital broadcast signal (see Fig. 4). In the applicant's invention 
these features of the data guide are specifically disclosed. 
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As for independent claim 1 8, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest receiving a digital broadcast signal, detecting types of data transmitted within the 
at least one data packet and channels on which the detected types of data are available and 
displaying the detected types of data and the channels on which the detected types of data are 
available. As for the most pertinent prior art of record, the Schneidewend et al (USPN 
6,1 82,287) reference teaches a service guide that discloses various services that are available and 
the data associated with the corresponding service. However, the services available do not all 
originate from a digital broadcast signal, some of the services such as the television networks and 
the radio station show a channel number in the guide with corresponding data listed, other 
services are listed with no channel number (see Fig. 4). Also, the list of favorites does not 
disclose a channel number with the identified types of data listed except for the television and 
satellite channels, but these are separate broadcast signals and not multiple channels of a digital 
broadcast signal (see Fig. 4). In the applicant's invention these features of the data guide are 
specifically disclosed. 

As for independent claim 22, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a data guide containing a list of the types of data receivable by the digital program 
receiver and the corresponding RF channels in which the data is present. As for the most 
pertinent prior art of record, the Schneidewend et al (USPN 6,182,287) reference teaches a 
service guide that discloses various services that are available and the data associated with the 
corresponding service. However, the services available do not all originate from a digital 
broadcast signal, some of the services such as the television networks and the radio station show 
a channel number in the guide with corresponding data listed, other services are listed with no 
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RF channel number (see Fig. 4). Also, the list of favorites does not disclose a RF channel 
number with the identified types of data listed except for the television and satellite channels, but 
these are separate broadcast signals and not multiple channels of a digital broadcast signal (see 
Fig. 4). The Klosterman et al (USPN 5,940,073) discloses a program schedule guide with 
channel names and a channel with a web-site link as shown in Fig. 6(b). However the 
Klosterman et al patent does not disclose the corresponding RF channels in the program guide. 
In the applicant's invention these features of the data guide are specifically disclosed.
